Yeflerday came in a Mail from Holland. 


Letters of the sth Inflant, O.S. from Leghorn, 
fay, that their lait. Advices from the [fle of Corfica 
do all agree there has been a very fharp Action near 
Baftia, between the Genoefe and the Malecontents, 
but they differ as to the Succefs of it: For fome Le:- 
ters fay, that the Malecontents repuls’d the Genoete 
with Lofs, and that after the Aétion, they made them- 
felves Mafters of the Capuchins Mountain, that looks 
over the City of Baftia ; and others, on the contrary, 
fay, that the Genoefe had ittirely drove them from the 
Neighbourhood of that Place. —-. At Paris they have 
Advices, both from Genoa and Corfica, which are 
equally contradictory. From. the former they have 
Letters, that the Regency having fent confiderable Suc- 
cours to Baftia, the Commandant made a vigorous Sal - 
ley, in which, after having hemm’d them in between 
two Fires, he io intirely defeated them, that their com- 
manding Officer was taken Prifoner in the Aétion, and 
hang’d upon the Spot, and the Baron de Neuhoff him- 
felf had much ado to efcape, with the Remainder of 
his Troops, to the Mountains. . On the other hand, 
their Letters directly from the Ifle of Corfica fay; that 
the Malecontents continue to make a great Progre(s in 
that Country, and have taken a confide:ab'e Poit 
which covers the City of Battia. .' | 

Mean ume Letters of the fame Date, direétly from
